Thus far the testimony published has not reveal* 
thing startling-. 
Tha t is, sta tements ma de to the eomn tt* 
are substantially in accord with ropresenta th 
generally from time to time. 
The inquiry ha» 
tiated wha t wa s common report. 
By its investigation the committee will do 
writing a s facts and findings what heretofore ha\ < be*-n r. 
ports, which ha ve been denied or minimized by th » < who 
for one reason or a nother fa vor promulg a tion of communis­ 
tic theories in the United States. 
Some statistics ha ve been g a thered with relerem * to the 
number of communists in the United States. 
There has been 
considerable disa g reement on this subject, but a fair and in 
controvertible g uide has been the votes cast for communistic 
candida tes in.elections. 
Beyond this figure is that indefinite 
one pertaining to a liens of communistic complexion who do 
not vote. 
< *? g ressionai inquiry is for the purpose of enlig htening 
cong ress in the event that 
legislation 
a ppea rs a dvisable, 
t acts will be put into the official record whether legislation 
follows or not, and such matter should be a va ila ble in official 
form. 
Russian officials are reported to be objecting to this inquiry 
on the ground that it is an investigation of the Russian gov 
eminent, contrary to international law.

Under the sta tewide primary in states domina ted by re 
publicans, one ca ndida te at the top of th*- ticket will under 
take to m a le an issue that will draw democra ts to his ban 
mr. 
1 he l.aT oliettes. Norrises, and Brookharls ha ve been 
success!uI m pla ying that kind of a g a me, but by the sa me 
rule they hav* pla yed havoc with the democra tic party in 
va rying deg rees in the several state 
m which they operate. 
Not only 10 the democra ts go into the republican primary 
to bring about nominations ,,f republican candidate« , but 
they follow throug h in November in the ea.se- of this particu 
lar type of ca ndidate. 
The result is that the man elected by 
such a mongrel vote is neither republican nor democra t. 
Hi 
is a nything to g et the votes. 
Democrats a ppa rently are beg inning to a wa ken t<> the fa n 
that what ihey first enjoyed as discomfiture of republican, 
now is dra wing blood from th e democra tic party as a party 
Their members are running a fter opportunists who care 
nothing for either the republican or the democratic party 
further than to use th<* prestige of the one in the election and 
the votes of the other in tin primary.
